SHEFFIELD WEDNESDAY. 


MORTON. Was A” team goalkeeper 
when war broke out in 1939, having 
arrived from St. Peter's Albion. Tyneside. 
Has made marked headway this season 
and his wenderlul save from Finan’'s 
header last week will long be remem- 
percd. Now in the Army. 


ASHLEY. Right back. A native of 
Clowne, Albert is one of the club's old 
stalwarts and, this season, despite hard 
work at the pit.ehas played cs well as 
ever, He reacked the high-lights at 
Blackpool. Previous club: Mansticld 
Towa, 

GADSBY. Leli back. Son of a former 
Cup hero of Barnsley, he is on the list of 
Leeds United. and was on the threshold 
al football honours when war broke out. 

cr = couple ef aecsons. he has been 
one of the mainstays of the R.A.S.C. 
team. which is the city’s crack “ junier ” 
side. 

RUSSELL. Right hali-back. Came to 
help Wednesday in the dramatic race 
for promotion in the season before tho 
war from East Fife, Scottish Cup winners 
in 1938. In the H.A.F. Non-stop worker: 
skilled in attack and defence. 


MILLERSHIP. Centre half-back and 
captain. As strong as the iron ingots 
he forges at the furnace. Leoked upon 
as an “old-fimer,” but a tremendous 
barrier to opponents. Born at Warsop 
Vale. he cameo from Bradford. An ™ ever- 
present”, 

COCKROFT. Left half-back. Won 
fame years ago with West Ham United. 
which club he joined from Gainsborough 
Trinity, though he’s a native of Barns- 
ley. One of the finest wing half-backs in 
ihe game. A munition worker, he has 
been a Wednosday jewel for two war- 
time seasons, 


REYNOLDS. Outside right. A Shef- 
feldcr, new working on munitions in the 
city. but a Rochdale player. An honest- 
fo-goodness footballer, who rarely falls 
into an offside trap. Has been with 
Burnley, Newport Co,, Accrington. and 
York City. tao. 


ROBINSON. Inside right. Just one 
more of ths stars unearthed on Tyne- 
side. Came in 1935 when Wednesday 
won the F.A. Cup. An International, he 
has scored 41 goals in first-class foot- 
ball this season; 100 in Army football. 
Shoots with the accuracy of a Bloomer | 
Only Carter keeps him out of the Engq- 
land team to-day. 


MELLING. Frenk. Centre-forward. The 
only amateur engaged in the match. 
Learnt his football at King Edward VII 
Scheal develoned it with Sheffield Uni- 





versity and the U.A.U. Very fast. a gocd 
shot—he has scored 23 goals this seasor 
—and 100 per cent. worker. An admir- 
able cricketer.

THOMPSON. Inside left. Used tc < 
the unluckiest lootballer in the gam: 
Thrives on hard work on munilions— 
and limited football training. This has 
been his best soason.

SWIFT. Outside Ieft. Was a buck in 
the Burngrcave Schoo] team and joined 
Wednesday as a junior, though he also 
played for Lopham.

SAVAGE. Goalkeeper. who hails 
from Eccles and is on the books of Leeds 
United. Blackpool have been glad to 
have his services. 


POPE. Right back. Product of the 
hard school of the Northern Section with 
Halifax Town. Has developed into a 
strong and reliable defender. 


HUBBICK. Left back. A native of 
Harrow. but a Bolton Wanderers back: 
a good player for whom great things 
were predicted before war broke out. 
Replaces Sam Jones, injured. Used to 
be with Burnley. 


FARROW. Right half-back. Son of 
Whitburn. who was with Bournemouth 
before being transferred to Blackpool in 
pre-war days. A first-class player. built 
for ihe job. . 


HAYWARD. Centre hali-back. Given 
special leave from the R.A.F. to play to- 
day. Pre-war Blackpool stock, a pivot 
of acknowledged skill. Born at Wolstan- 
ton he attracted Blackpocl’s attention 
when with Port Vale. 


JOHNSTON. = Loft hali-back. Young 
player who has played a worthy part in 
the club’s memorable campaign. Ver- 
satile, he’s willing to play anywhere. 


GARDNER. Outside right. Better 
remembered in Shefteld as the half- 
back Sheffield United just missed. Was 
with Grimsby and Hull City before going 
to Aston Villa to win an International 
cap. On Burnley's books. As skilful on 
the wing as at half-back. 


DIX. Inside right. Star performer who 
has frequently been in the news. On 
Tottenham Hotspur’s books. after heving 
been previously with Bristol Rovers 
Blackburn. Aston Villa and Derby 
County. An International.

DODDS. Centre-forward, The one-time 
Sheffield United favourite. Joined Black- 
pool in 1939 and is cracking geals for 
them in wartime football, just as he did 
for United. who got him for a song from 
Huddersticld Town.
